This letter acknowledges receipt of your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request dated 
11 July 2019, and received by the Information Management Division (IMD) of the Office of the Director 
of National Intelligence (ODNI) on 15 July 2019, in which you seek copies of all Galileo Award winning 
papers from 2005 to the present; and all papers receiving an "honorable mention" for the Galileo Award 
from 2005 to the present. We have assigned your request with ODNI tracking number DF-2019-00268. 

We have initiated searches of our holdings for records responsive to your request and are 
currently awaiting response. 

The time needed to process your request necessarily depends on a variety of factors, including 
the complexity of our records search, the volume and complexity of any records located, and the order of 
receipt of your request. Accordingly, ODNI uses a multi-track processing system. Your request may 
require the need to search for, collect, and appropriately examine a voluminous amount of separate and 
distinct records. See 5 U.S.C. 552 § (a)(6)(B)(i)-(iii). Because of these unusual circumstances, we need 
to extend the time limit to respond to your request beyond the ten additional days provided by statute. As 
a result, we have assigned your request to the complex track. In an effort to speed up the processing of 
your request, you may wish to narrow the scope of your request so that it may be placed in a different 
processing track, or agree to an alternative time frame for processing.
